No  more  heroic  effort  was  ever  made 
to  open  a  railroad  or  set  any  business  to 
moving  than  was  made  by  the  milk 
dealers  of  this  city  to  open  the  country 
roads  and  supply  their  customers  with 
that  necessary  commodity.  The  small 
quantity  received  Saturday  afternoon 
and  evening  was  dipped  out  in  a  few 
minutes aud  agaiu  the  peoplo  returned 
with  empty  pails.
